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SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


This district has been favored with excellent schools during 
the past year, and the scholars did themselves much credit by 
their good deportment and attention to studies. The recita- 
tions in mental arithmetic and spelling were especially good.— 
At the close of the Summer term, one scholar read avery good 
composition. 


DISTRICT NO. II. 


The Summer term was under the care of a thoroughly quali- 
fied and faithful teacher, the success of whose labors was mani- 
fest from the very gratifying appearance at its close. At the 
suggestion of the teacher, a contribution was made in the dis- 
trict for the purchase of a very valuable globe and other useful 
articles of apparatus. The Winter term had a very fair pros- 
pect of success, but was interrupted by the sickness of both 
teacher and scholars. After a recess of several weeks, the ex- 
ercises of the school have been resumed, under the care of the 
teacher of the Summer term. 


DISTRICT NO. III. 


Special effort was made to secure again the well tried teach- 
ers of last year. The Summer term was highly prosperous.— 
The scholars seemed to have realized the benefits of good order, 
and at the closing examination many of them gave a good ac- 
count of their daily recitations. The Winter term was doing 
well until interrupted by the sickness of the teacher, and its ex- 
ercises are now suspended 
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DISTRICT NO. [Y. 
The scholars of this district, from their punctual attendance, 
good deportment and good lessons, have appeared to appreci- 
ate their advantages. Both terms were very profitable, and the 


winter school, which is not yet finished, has been one of our 
best. 


DISTRICT NO. V. 


The teacher of the Summer term was earnest in efforts to be 
useful, but did not secure that measure of thoroughness in study 
which is necessary to agood school. The Winter school was 
both pleasant and profitable, as shown by the closing examina- 
tion. The people of this district have made improvements in 
their school house, which greatly add to the comfort of the 
scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. VI. 


The single term of this school was interrupted before its 
close by sickness, which called the teacher home. When visit- 
ed at the beginning it seemed to be doing well. Another 
teacher has been engaged to finish the term. 


DISTRICT NO. VII. 

This district employed the same teacher as last year. The 
school was not examined at the close, as the Committee receiv- 
ed no notice, but at the two visits. which were made, the school 
seemed prosperous. 

DISTRICT NO. VIII. 

Both teachers in this district were faithful and useful, and the 
children made good progress. 

DISTRICT NO. IX. 


This district had two terms under the care of the same teach- 
er, Whose earnest and faithful labors were highly useful to the 
scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. X. 


This school, consisting of three boys, 1s not yet closed, but 
had the prospect at the beginning of being very profitable. 


DISTRICT NO. XI. 


The two little girls in the school made good progress in the 
path of knowledge. 


DISTRICT NO. XII.° 


This school, with a very good teacher, has been pleasant and 
pr ofitable.

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DISTRICT NO. XIII. 


The irregular attendance of many of the children in this 
district is a serious obstacle to the prosperity of the school, 
and the want of earnest co-operation with the teacher, on the 
part of some of the parents, is another evil. Both teachers 
abounded in labors for the scholars, but did not secure the good . 
order and general attention to study which are desirable, yet 
some of the scholars appeared well at the examination. 


DISTRICT NO. XIV. 


This school has been fayored in two things particularly, the 
services of a worthy teacher and the acquisition of new Outline 
Maps. When visited it seemed to be doing well, and is not 
yet closed. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Tur Committee feels great pleasure in being able to speak so 
favorably of the schools. Several have been considerably in- 
terrupted by sickness, yet they have generally enjoyed great 
quietness and success. By the remarks which will now be sub- 
mitted, attention will be called to but few things. 


Several schools have been models for good order, but parents 
do not always realize its importance. If children are not prop- » 
erly controlled in school they occasion great trouble, and are li- 
able to grow up with turbulent spirits which will make them 
troublesome everywhere. Good order is a prime requisite of a 
good school. Parents should understand this, and should co- 
operate with all proper efforts to secure it. 


Punctual attendance ig also of great importance. It is im- 
possible to get children interested in lessons, if allowed to be 
absent for trifling causes. 


Home occupation has a great influence upon school efforts.— 
The young mind must be exercised about something, and the 
careful parent will be anxious to know how its activities may 
be best directed in order to ensure the greatest amount of real 
good, The young feel the need of recreation, and it is a sad 
thing when they are driven to lounging places, or places set 
apart for amusement, to find that which the mind naturally 
craves. Reading and other things, adapted to interest, instruct

and strengthen the mind, furnished at home, are a far cheaper 
and safer means of mental recreation than the ordinary places 
of resort which tempt the young to spend their evenings abroad, 
by which-thousands are allured into habits of dissipation. Mul- 
titudes of the young are drawn into ruinous ways because they 
cannot find at home appropriate means for gratifying the wants 
of the mind. 


These remarks have a direct bearing upon the usefulness of 
our public schools. If the young are allowed to spend their 
leisure time abroad, in mere pleasure seeking, it is hardly possi- 
ble that they should be prepared to give proper attention to the 
duties of the school. Let there be at home right influences 
and the means of mental recreation, and the young will feel no 
very strong desire to spend their evenings and other leisure 
time abroad, and thus their minds will be kept in a healthful 
condition for receiving good from whatever source it may come. 
‘We cannot attach too much importance to the mental and mor- 
al character of the rising generation. As the boys and girls are 
now, 80 will the men and the women be a few years hence.
